Illinois Legislative Bridge Com- 


mittee Means Business. 


CHARTERS TO BE EXAMINED. 


The Theory to Be Followed Out Is 
That.the Bridges Are Being 
Conducted as à Trust.

Senator James R. Campbell, Chairman of 
the Committee of the IMinois State Senate 
for the investigation of St. Louis bridge 
exactions upon commerce, is in the city to- 
day with one of his colleagues, Senator 
Green. When seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Senator Campbell said that he was 
not yet prepared to announce definitely. the 
plans of the committee, but that the present 
intention is to begin its work next Saturday. 

“‘Unfortunately,’’ said Senator . Camp- 


bell, “it would be difficult for the commit- 


tee to sit on any other days than Satur- 
days and Mondays. The State slature 
sits on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays 
and Fridays, and as the end of the session 
is approaching, the busfness is likely to be 
so important that the Senators composing 
our special committee will desire to be 
in attendance. 

“It is our intention to push matters, how- 
ever. If the rest of the committee agree 


+ with Senator Green and myself, we will be- 
| gin work next Saturday. The first sessions 
} will be held in East St. Louis, because 
there the powers granted the committee will 


have legal effect, its subpoenas and pro- 
We shall probably 
begin with the officials of the two bridges, 
and we expect to have no difficulty in show- 
ing that the present relations between the 
several enterprises constitute a trust. The 
same men are officers and directors in each, 
and their business is conducted by one set 
of officials. We shall also endeavor to 
find out precisely what charters the several 
companies are acting under. If they are 
exercising privileges under the original 
charter, they are clearly subject to the 
laws and railroad regulations of IIII- 
nois. If they are not operating under 
this charter, we shall try and find out 
what legal right they have to exercise the 
privileges they are using. 

We shall also endeavor to secure the 
attendance of business men from both sides 
of the river whose business interests are 
affected by the bridge arbitrary and the 
extortionate rates levied upon interstate 
commerce. It is our hope that those in 
possession of facts that will help the com- 
mittee will be willing to render us all the 
assistance they can by giving testimony. 

“After we have obtained all that can be 
had in Bast St. Louis the committee will 
probably come to St. Louis and hold ses- 
sions at the Planters’ House. Here, of 
course, our subpoenas will not be effective. 
We can only invite merchants with griev- 
ances to come before us. I hope, how- 
ever, that the business men of St. Louis 
will embrace this opportunity to tell what 
they know that will be effective in redress- 
ing their grievances. It rests with the busi- 
ness men to make this investigation yield 
results. If they fail to avail themselves of 
it it will be their own fault.“ 

In response to a question as to whether 
the comittee intended to probe to the bot- 
tom, Senator Campbell said it is their in- 
tention to get at the bottom bacts. He de- 
clares that he will do all in his power to 
right the wrongs which the bridge arbi- 
tray imposes upon business. 

Fortunately, if facts are brought out that 
will render the bridge and terminal compan- 
jes liable under the laws of Illinois, that 
State has an Attorney General who can 
be relied upon to set the jaw in operation 
against them. 

It has been hinted, both in Springfield and 
in St. Louis, that the investigation is a 
“strike,” and that the bridge companies will 
be let off easily if they put up.“ Senator 
Campbell's talk indicates that the inten- 
tion of the committee is really to investi- 
gate. Even if it were otherwise the busi- 
ness men of St. Louis can make the inves- 
tigation effective by coming forward and 
giving the needed testimony. N 

The Transportation Committee of the 
Business Men's League, appointed Saturday 
afternoon, will organit#e Tuesday afternoon.

Two Features of the Law Pro- 
nounced Unconstitutional. 


RELATETO RENTS AND BONDS. 


The Rest of the Law Valid, Though 
the Court Is Evenly Divided 


on the Issues. 


The Supreme Court to-day passed upon 
the constitutionality of the income tax 
law, passed by the last Congress. The 
Court holds that the law is valid with the 
following exceptions: 

1. Incomes derived from rents are exempt. 

2. Incomes derived from State, County 
and Municipal bonds are exempt. 

The opinion was read by Chief Justice 
Fuller. In its conclusions the court holds 
that there fs no difference between a tax 
on land itself and a tax on rents or income 
derived from land. The court, therefore, is 
of the opinion that a tax on rents or landed 
investments is a direct taxation and uncon- 
stitutional. ‘ 

It was ruled that the fact that the law 
was pronounced unconstitutional in these 
two particulars did not invalidate the law 
as a whole. It was announced that in this

There has been a tragedy in an upper 
room of the house 1107 Clark avenue, 
gruesome mystery surrounded by incidents 
that rank it with the imaginings of a Hugo 
or a Dumas. It bears the shadow of a

These are some of the circumstances upon 
which the police base a charge of criminal- 
ity against Mrs. Storts and Dr. J. F. Ryan 
of 1422 Olive street. Both were placed under 
arrest Sunday afternoon and were later re- 
leased on bonds of $500 each for the offense 
of cremating bodies without a permit, prac- 
ticing as an unlicensed midwife and failing 
to report a birth on the part of Mrs. Storts, 
and of failing to report a death and 
a. fraudulent Geath certificate on the part 
Ryan. Both were arraigned in the First 
District Police Court Monday morning, but 
the cases were continued in order to it 
the authorities to thoroughly investigate 
the more serious charge of having caused 
Emma Tourville's death by means of an op- 
eration or medicine. 

Contradictory statements on the part of 
those implicated by the police are strength- 
ening the suspicions of criminality. The po- 
lice are also mentioning another mysterious 
death at the house of the Storts woman that 
occurred last August. 

Whatever of crime there may be in the 
peculiar circumstances of the woman's 
death, they would probably have been suc- 
cessfully concealed but for an anonymous 
ecmmunication received by Chief Reedy

Enough s stated to cause the persons 
mentio to be brought into the Four 
Saut. The story that has developed is 


unequaled for horror, even though stripped 
entirely of crime. 

It was about ten days after the girl had 
climbed the stairs that her twins were 
born. They were undeveloped. Mrs. Storts 
took them immediately, placed them in the 
kitchen stove and built up the fire. Some 
time between Friday afternoon and Satur- 
day night, March 29 and 30, the girl began 
to sink. The burial certificate made out by 
Dr. Ryan, supposedly an hour after death, 
gives March 29 as the date of death. Mrs. 
Storts, Jeff Storts, her son, who enters the 
case here, and others in the house state 
that death occurred April 30. 

Dr. Ryan couldn’t remember whether 
it was Friday or Saturday. The date on the 
certificate, he states, is correct. 

As the woman lay dying Jeff Storts, who 
was there, was dispatched for Dr. Ryan 
77 his mother. There were doctors nearer. 

o one implicated explains why Dr. Ryan, 
finally found at Sixteenth and Morgan 
streets, was sent for. When he came death 
had preceded him. That is the agreed state- 
ment of all concerned. A few pressures of 
the fingers upon the flesh, a few brief words 
from Mrs. Storts, and the doctor was satis- 
fied. A certificate of death from dropsy was 
agreed upon and Undertaker John P. Collins, 
1917 South Jefferson avenue, was finally tele- 
phoned for. 

It was between 11 and 12 o'clock that the 
undertaker’s wagon arrived with a casket. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Storts, she claims, had 
washed the body and placed upon it the 
burial clothes she had prepared in readiness 
for her own death. he body lay upon a 
narrow bed In the corner of the back room, 
separated from the rest of the apartment 
by the filmy curtain of white. 

Clark avenue was deserted when the 
wagon drove up. Across the street was the 
towering Four Courts.

A Philadelphia Craft Which Caused 
the Spanish Minister Uneasiness. 


NEW YORK, April 8—The World this

CIVIL SERVICE EXTENSION.

Germany Wants American Apples. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—United States 
Consul General De Kay, at Berlin, says in 
a report to the State Department that 
there is a demand for good sound Ameri- 
can apples in Germany but no supply. This 
arises from the fact that hitherto large 
fruit buyers have been unable to secure 
trustworthy firms in the United States on 
whom they could rely to furnish them with 
fresh fruit of a given grade at all seasons.

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Opinions of Local Democrats on 
the Question. 
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St. Louisans Would Support Any Good 
Man Nominated, But Some Are 
Doubtful of Success. 


The question: Would it be expedient or 
advisable to nominate a Southern man as 
the Democratic candidate for President in 
1896?" has been propounded to a number of 
Democrats of more than local prominence 
and some of their answers are presented. 
The gentlemen questioned were all disposed 
to consider the proposition in an impersonal 
Way, and te take the position that while 
they might be perfectly willing to vote for 
any good Democrat the real question was 


““What would the voting masses of the 
North, East and West be willing to do?“ 
Some of the mora significant of the opinions 
are appended: 

Fred W. Lehman—“The sectional - con- 
Sideration has hitherto been of too much 
force in the selection of Democratic presi- 
dential candidates. We have barred the 
South, lest we should rekindle the preju- 
dices of the, war. We ignored the West 
because we had small hope of carryin 

Western States with any candidate, an 

seeming to think that Eastern States 
would vote only for Eastern candidates, 
we have confined ourselves to that one 
section. But the East did not in this even 
include New England, which we abandoned 
to our adversaries, and so we limited our- 
selves to the single State of New York, 
and to a Hobson's choice, which was to 
take the favorite son,“ for the time being. 
It will, however, be no 
improvement to merely shift the field of 
selection. What we should now. do is to 
broaden it, and make it wide as the Union 
itself, and hold every man, who is eligible 
under the Constitution who has the requi- 
site character and capacity, and is a 
faithful exponent of Democratic principles 
and purposes, to be available as a candi- 
date. We should not take a candidate be- 
cause he is from the South; neither should 
we fear to take him for that reason. The 
Democratic party represents no special in- 
terests either of sections or classes. It 
is national in its aims, and should be so 
in its discipline and organizaton. The war 
was over thirty years ago. The attempt 
at secession was an absolute failure and 
did not take a single State out of the Union 
for a single purpose. But let us not, as 
we take the Bouthers States into full fel- 
lowship, shut any other State out.“ 

Maj. S. C. Rainwater: “I don't believe 
that because a man is from the South 
that fact should be a bar to his nomina- 
tion. Either a Western or a Southern man 
would be most acceptable to me, and I 
class the two sections together. But the 
financial policy and legislation of the Gov- 
ernment have for years been dominated by 
the East, and this applies to Republicans 
and Democrats ually. I'm for a man 
from the West or South, but I don't think 
it would be advisable to take a man for 
the head of the ticket simply because he 
lived south of Mason an Dixon's line. 
zut the West and South together contain 
the majority of the Democratic votes, and 
of the population, and they should be rep- 
resented in the executive chair by one of 
their own people. I don't think the people 
of the Atlantic Coast take the broad and 
omprehensive view of political questions 
that they should. In the councils of Dem- 
ocratic national questions the Western 
men have insisted upon being consulted 
in the composition of platforms, and of 
tickets as well, but they’ve usually ended 
by permitting the Eastern Democrats to 
dominate. The Republicans have done the 
same. There has been an unwritten law 
among the politicians that the head of the 
national ticket should be taken from the 
Bast. I am not ready to say that the time 
has come for a change, but I am in favor 

t a Southern or a Western man.” 

Robert H. Kern: “If the Democrats want 
to elect the next President they will never 
do it by nominating a Southern man. I 
think sectional prejudice in the North is 
such that, if a Bouthern man were noml- 
nated, thousands upon thousands of North- 
ern Democratic voters would refuse to sup- 
port him, and without the support of the 
united Democratic party north of Mason 
and Dixon’s line no Democrat can be elect- 
ed President in 1896. If we want to get up 
a fight on principle, then, I say, nominate 
a Southern man, because, on that ground, 
the South would be entitled to it. I never 
heard this subject broached in a Democratic 
national convention. In the last two Dem- 
ocratic conventions the Cleveland senti- 
ment was so strong that the candidate of no 
other section was seriously thought of. But 
there is a lurking feeling in the Northern 
mind that the South shall not be allowed to 
dominate public affairs too much.“ 

George Small: 1 doubt very much 
whether it would be expedient to nominate 
a Southern Democrat for President. I don't 
believe that the people of the North are 
entirely willing to bury the old issues yet. I 
think that as Sar as the old soldiers of the 
Federal army are concerned, no objection 
would be urged to a Southern man because 
he was a Southern man, but I think there’s 
a very large element in the North who 
did not participate in the war, but who still 
believe in the bloody shirt business, and 
for that reason I question whether the nom- 
ination of a Southern man would be expe- 


dient. L do not believe that the Northern and 


Western States are ready to unſte with the 
South: nor that the Democratic party can 
get along without New York. At least they 
haven't been able to do so yet.”’ 

Col. Dick Dalton: “Personally I should 
be willing to vote for any man the Demo- 
cratic party might see fit to put up, and I 
was in the Union army. But I don’t think 
„ou could get the people of the North and 
— States to vote for any Southern 
man. War prejudices are too strong.“ 


NEW STREET CAR FENDER. 


Invention of L. Doell Which Seéms to 
Have Merit. 

L. Doell, employed at 1007 Vandeventer 
avenue, has invented a street car fender 
hien seems to possess merit. The frame 
is an iron pipe of one piece united by a block 


Wand attached to the frame of the 
dashboard with a clamp, without screwing 
or nailing into the dash rd. Two upright 
middle bars divide the space into three 
equal parts. The frame is covered with wire 
netting. It presents a rounding line at 
every point, except to the dashboard. 
Two wiry springs carry the fender free 
about five inches above the track. Even a 
light pressure brings the fender to the 
, The motorman also has complete 
control of the fender, by means of a chain 
attached to a pipe encircling the brake bar. 
The fender is brought to the track by bear- 
ing down on the brake handle when it is 
turned, or by turning a special crank. When 
the brake handle is pre down the resist- 
ance of a spring in the handle is overcome 
and a special attachment, working the fen- 
der brake, is carried around with the brake 


berhbe fender is light and can be removed 
from one end of the car to the other in two 
or three minutes: The chief advantages of 
this fender are that it can be worked both 
automatically or by the motorman.

Mr. Jones of Marion County, one of the 


principals in the altercation of yesterday 
afternoon, on Saturday arose to a question 
of personal privilege and denounced Gov. 
Clark as being at the bottom of the 
charges. He said that Gov. Clark was a 
demagogue and was going around like 
assassin in the night with a knife, stabbi 

in the back men who were his peers. 

Sunday afternoon Gov. Clark met Jones in 
the lobby at Gleason’s and requested a pri- 
vate interview with him. Jones replied that 
he would accompany the Governor nowhere 
and that if the Chief Executive had any- 
thing to say to him he must make it known 
there. Hot words followed, and tn a fit of 
anger Jones spat in the Governor’s face. 
Gov. Clark, trembling with anger, returned 
the insult and as quick as a flash had drawn 
his revolver, and the difficulty might Have 
resulted in bloodshed but for the quick ac- 
tion of bystanders who disarmed Gov. 
Clark. The Governor was later arrested by 
a constable and released onShis own recog- 
nizance. 

Representative Jones gives the following 
version of the occurrence: 

“IT had just left the dining-room from 
dinner at the Gleason Hotel, and took a 
seat in the office on the east side, facin 
the east wall, quietly smoking a cigar anh 
not expecting any trouble whatever. Snd- 
denly I heard the front door open very ab- 
ruptly, and on looking around I saw Gov. 
Clark enter the office. I saw from hi 
countenance that he meant trouble. I va 
cated my chair about the time he reached 
me. The Governor in a very abrupt manner 
said: ‘Come back here with me, and at 
the same time motioning toward the rear. I 
was totally unarmed and felt that he intend- 
ed to kill me. I said: ‘No, I will not do it. 
If you have anything to say to me you can 
say it here.’ 

He then caught me by the right arm with 
his left hand and repeated the command 
to go to the rear of the office, at the same 
time pulling me a step or two. I then 
stopped and again declined his invitation. in 
language exactly as repeated above. He 
then deliberately spit in my face. I retutned 
the insult by spitting in his face. When I 
did this he turned loose of my arm and made 
for his pistol. I then saw that my onl 
chance was to knock him down, and struc 
him with all my might with my left hand. 
He sprang back towards the door and my 
blow failed to reach him. He was reaching 
for his pistol. I sprang and grappled with 
him, and caught him around the waist, 
pressing “both arms to his side, but leaving 
his arms free to act from the elbow down. 
By this time he had his pistol drawn. Just 
then Representative Roberts sprang in and 
grabbed the weapon and immediately Rep- 
resentative Pope also got hold of the pistol. 
He struggled to free the gun, while thé Gov- 
ernor said: “Turn that pistol loose.’ Roberts 
declined, when the Governor said: “— you, 
Roberts, turn that pistol loose.’ About this 
time some one grabbed me around the waist. 
I requested that the pistol be taken away 
from Clark and that he be then released. 
Roberts and Pope declined. I then said: 
‘Give me a pistol and turn him loose with 
his gun.’ When the Governor saw that he 
was overpowered he requested Pope to turn 
the pistol loose and said: ‘I will not kill 
him, I promise you positively that I will not 
kill him.’ Senator Ward then requested me 
to release my hold on the Governor and 
asked me to go to my room, saying that he 
would take care of Gov. Clark. Finally I 
did go to my room and remained there ten

DEPEW AS A LOBBYIST.

Gov. Altgeld Tells How the Orator 
Works the New York Legislature. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., April 8.—Gov. Altgeld 


in an interview printed here to-day says 
some pretty sharp things about Chauncey 
M. Depew, in reply to the latter’s statement 
in a recent speech that Gov. Altgeld sur- 
rendered to railway strikers at Chicago last 
summer. When asked if he had read De- 
pew’s speech, the Governor said: 

No, I have not. Some years ago I list- 
ened to Mr. Depew for two hours, and cam 
to the conclusion that so long as the Ls 
insisted on limiting human Hfe to a 
three-score and ten years, two hours was al 
the time that the average man could afford 
to spend out of the foregoing allotment on 
Depew.”’ 

The substance of Depew’s remarks about 
the strike were then quoted to the Governor, 
who said the statement was a deliterate 
falsehood. 

“Depew,” said Gov. Altgeld, “is the most 
conspicuous product of the doctrine, ‘Do evil 
that good may come of it,’ that this country 
has ever seen. He first attracted attention’ 
many years ago as a lobbyist at Albany, 
where he for a long time was engaged in the 
highly honorable business of putting meta- 
phorical collars on the New York legislators, 
so that to the public they appeared to belong 
to the Vanderbilts and the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad. 

“According to reports, this business was 
reduced to such a science that whenever thé 
New York Central Rallroad wished to buy a 
legislator they did not even stop to negotiate 
with him, but simply put him on the scales 
and weighed him. A train of slime and cor- 
ruption was stretched across the State fro 
New York City by way of Albany to Buffal 
and from there it spread over the who 
country, corrupting public officials, polluting 
legislative halls and even filling courts of 
justice with its odor.

The Jail, Rather Than the Shame of It, 
Overcomes the Aesthete.

LONDON, April 8—A report that Oscar 
Wilde had committed suicide in the Bow 
Street Police Station caused a widespread 
sensation to-day. The report originated, it 
was found, in the fact that when Wilde was 
about to be transferred from the police sta- 
tion in a prison van to Holloway Jail he was 
ma state of semi-collapse, suffering from 


hysteria, and said to the prison attendants 
that he should commit suicide if he had a, 
chanee. 

This put them on the alert. Wilde was 
immediately subjected to a thorough search 
and the police even removed is pearl 
breastpin and handkerchief lest he might 
stab or strangle himself. The prospect of 
conviction, with the consequent horrors of 
a convict’s life, appalled Wilde. 

It is that aspect of the case which seems 
to concern him exclusively, not the shame 
and degradation into which he is plunged. 
He is a person to whom the luxuries of life 
were ‘everything, whose sole thought was 
self-indulgence. To such a one the rigors 
and deprivations of a prison are the very 
worst

whose anticipatory agonies were more in- 
tense. As Wilde is heavy and flabby, with aj 
constitution sadly undermined by dissipa- 
tion, it would not in the least surprise his

4. A record by a class A rider paced by a 
class B rider would not be allowed, unless 
it can be proven that the class A man did 
not know that the pacemaker was in class 
B. The rule is knowingly competing. 

5. Any rider could not join a team, go for 
records, as in question 4, and declare him- 
self in B, expecting to get the record ac- 
cepted, as he would have full knowledge of 
the class of his pacemaker. 

6. In transferring the men employed in the 
trade it will only be done in the event of 
such men using their connection with the 
trade to further their interests on the track. 
For instance,if they give an unusual amount 
of time away to training or if they are pre- 
sumed to be getting a larger salary than the 
work would warrant they would be trans- 
ferred without explanation.
